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Remarks 

Claims 1, 5, 7 and 12-13 are amended, claims 4 and 6 are canceled. Claims 1-3, 5, 7-8, 
10-13 are pending in this application. 

The 35 U.S.C. S 112(2) Rejection 

The Examiner rejected claims 10-13 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The amendments to claims 12 and 13 moot this rejection. 
Therefore, withdrawal of the § 1 12(2) rejection is respectfully requested. 

The 35 U.S.C. S 112(1) Rejection 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-8 and 10-13 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The amendments to claims 1 and 12, 
and the cancellation of claims 4 and 6, moot this rejection. 

With regards to claims 1-8, on page 3 of the Office Action, the Examiner notes that there 
is support in the application as filed for the claimed cell lines "using transporters of subgroups 
21 A and 22 A of the SLC superfamily" and "export pumps of the MDR and MRP subgroups of 
the ABC superfamily." Additionally, the amendments to claim 1 are supported by originally 
filed claims 4 and 6. 

With regards to claims 10-13, the amendments to claim 12 are supported at page 15, lines 
25 and 34; page 16, line 8; page 4, first paragraph; and page 5 first paragraph. 

Therefore, withdrawal of the § 1 12(1) rejections is respectfully requested. 
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Conclusion
